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ITSBRILLIANTVICTORY 


CRACK OF DOOM WAS NOT ON BRITISH HEADS 
AT LADYSMITH. 


White Repulses the Enemy With Very:Heavy Lossin a Battle 
Which Continued Until Dusk and in Which Boers 
Fought Desperately. 


That “Failed Sun” Shines Forth Again and London Leaps from Gloom 
into a Paroxysm of Joy—Buller’s Second Battie Will not Be 
Fought “Too Late’’—Report That He Has 
Crossed the Tugela River.

NEW YORK, Jan.8.—[Exclusive Dispatch. Copy- 
right 1900, by the New York Tribune.] The Tribune's 
London cable, dated January 9, says that London was 
enshrouded in gloom yesterday until 4 o’clock, when 
news of White’s victory came like a sudden burst of 
sunlight. There had been earlier messages from the 
Central News and other agencies, based upon a camp 
story of the repulse of the Boers and the capture of 
400 prisoners by Ladysmith garrison, but these were 
lightly regarded, because Buller had not attached im- 
portance to rumors current among the soldiers. The 
situation at Ladysmith was generally considered crit- 


jical until the security of the triumphant garrison was 


established beyond cavil or suspicion by White’s bul- 
letin announcing complete repulse of the enemy after 
a prolonged, desperate fight, lasting nearly seventeen 
hours. 

The good news caused a sudden revulsion of public 
feeling, and last night there were radiant faces and merry 
voices in the clubs. Buller’s work was still to be done, 
and it would be stern and arduous, but Ladysmith was 
delivered from deadly peril, and the second battlé of 
the Tugela would not be fought too late. White's re- 


enemy. The idea that the Boers, while adroit in de- 
fense under cover, were not effective in an attack, was 
not borne out by the memories of Majuba Hill, where 
they had carried an inaccessible and apparently im- 
pregnable position by the finest fighting qualities. 
They displayed the same combination of intrepidity 


|and caution in creeping up under such cover as they 


could find and assailing the British intrenchments at 
Ladysmith. 

White’s troops were on their mettle, and fought 
with invincible patience, courage and stubbornness. 
The battle centered upon parallel ridges south of 
Ladysmith, and some intrenchments on the western 
hill were captured three times by the Boers, only to 
be retaken at the point of the bayonet by the British. 
It was a long, trying day, during which the gallant de- 
fendeas were attacked again and again by fresh swarms 
of assailants, and it was brought to an end by a fine 
bayonet charge by the Devons, during a rainstorm, 
when the enemy was driven from the position occupied 
from the dawn. White’s dispatch was dated Sunday 
afternoon, and made no reference to a renewal of the 
fighting after Saturday. 

At supset Joubert’s bolt had been shot, and it had 
failed to carry the fever-stricken Czsar’s camp. Short 
though the ammunition supply undoubtedly was, and 
hard pressed as were White’s men, early in the after- 
noon, the Boer losses for once greatly exceeded the 
British casualties, the details of which were reserved 
for a subsequent report. White singles out for special 
commendation Col. Ian Hamilton, who commanded 
the position at Wagon Hill, where the fighting was 
hottest, and Col. Park, who led the Devons in the final 
charge. The Devons battalion was formerly Yule’s 
command and was at Glencoe. Hamilton is a gallant 
Scotchman, who has been one of White's most efficient 
and vigilant officers in the siege of Ladysmith, and is 
well known in London. Park is a less familiar figure, 
but has evidently earned promotion and a decoration. 
The Devonshire battalion is the only one mentioned 
by White, but there were seven other battalions under 
fire, exclusive of the remnants of the unlucky Glouces- 
ters and Dublin Fusiliers. Seven batteries of the 
Naval Brigade and a considerable force of Lancers, 
the Hussars, Natal Horse, Devons, Manchester, Gor- 
don Highlanders, Liverpool, Leicester and Royal Rifles 
battalions bore the brunt of the fighting.

Reuter and the Central News. Nothing 
was accomplished, since there was no 
reply from the enemy's guns to the 
shrapnel of the field artillery or the 
lyddite shells of the naval brigade, and 
the troops returned to camp after a 
futile demonstration, which was of no 
apparent service to the defenders of 
Ladysmith. The list of the brigades, 
battalions and batteries mentioned 
tends, however, to prove that a large 
portion of Buller’s army was not avail- 
able at the front, and consequently was 
massed for operations in some other 
quarter, either on the’ enemy's right 
or left. 

Military men were confident last 
night that Buller’s advance had been 
ordered during the day, if it had not 
been previously in progress in the di- 
rection of Springfield or Weneen and 
the lower Tugela. The censorship un- 
til a late hour prevented the slightest 
glimpse behind the scenes at Frere 
Camp, but White's gallant defense has 
rendered the relief of Ladysmith an im- 
perative duty, which must be per- 
formed without flinching. The nation 
did not forgive those responsible for 
the failure to rescue Gordon. It will

HIS FIRST DEFEAT. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

LONDON, Jan. 8.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The first account giving an ade- 
quate explanation of Gen. Buller’s de- 
feat at the Tugela River comes by mail 
from Bennett Burleigh, the Daily Tele- 
graph's correspondent. It appears that 
the battle orders drawn up by Gen. 
Clery provided for the effective sup- 
port of the artillery by Hart's, Barton's 
Lord Dundonald’s 
failing to support, and Gen. Barton 


got part of his forces in an untenable. 
position. Col. Long, with artillery, 
outpaced the escort of the guns and 
they were lost. Briefly this seems to be 
the story of the Tugela River. But 
through graphic columns there con- 
tinually recurs the discovery of the 
unexpected intrenchments and the aw- 
ful fusillade from hidden Boers and 
gallantry such as has seldom marked 
the battlefields. 

After describing how the British 
force began their advance at daylight 
and how the Boers left them absolutely 
unmolested, the correspondent says: 

“At 6:20 o'clock there suddenly burst 
an awful crash of Boer musketry upon 
the batteries and advancing infantry. 
The rattle of the Mausers swelled and 
was maintained as one continuous roar, 
From the buildings and lines of 
trenches south of the river and from 
the river bank itself, the 
at

Into the 
latter went the Dublin  Inniskilliré 
Borderers and Connaughts, but it was 
found that Boers had dammed the 
river at the ford, where ord'narnily it 
was but knee deep. They strove to 
find the crossing and many a fine fel- 
low, with his weight of ammunition 
and accoutrements, was drowned. It 
was a desperate and serious eituation. 
The attack on the right was making no 
progress, and the hearts of the men 
had reached an apparent imparse. But

WAR STATISTICS. 


CORBIN ISSUES A PAMPHLET. 
EARLY A.M. REPORT.) 

NEW YORK. Jan. §8.—A special to 
the Times from Washington says a 
pamphiet has just been issued by the 
Adjutant-General’s Office under the ti- 
th “Statistical exhibit of the volunteer 
forces called into service during the 
war with Spain, with losses from all 

The volunteer force consisted of 10,- 
017 officers and 213,218 enlisted men, «a 
total of 223.235, who were engaged in 
the war. The deaths numbered 148 
officers and 4356 men. 

During this war 14 volunteer officers 
and 4 officers of the regular army, hold- 
ing volunteer commission were 
killed im action; 3 died from, 
wounds, 119 from disease and 
8 from other causes, of whom $8 
were suicides. Of the enlisted men 190 
were killed in action, 78 others @ed 
from wounds received and 3729 from 
disease. There were further 159 deaths 
of enlisted men from various causes, 
97 of whom died from accidents, 21 
were drowned, 11 were suicides and 30 
were victims of murder or homicide. 
Desertions from the ranks humbered 
5069. The total losses in the volunteer 
forces were 1718 officers, including * dis- 
missed, besides resignations and dis- 
charges and 30,088 men, including 23,363 
discharged for disability, by court- 
martial and by order. 

In the list of officers killed in action, 
Kansas and South ota lead with 
2 each, Nebraska had 2, while no other 
State had more than 1. Of enlisted 
men killed in action, or dying from 
wounds received in action, Nebraska 
lost 32, Kansas 30 and South Dakota 
%. New York lost 15, while 26 of the 
States had no losses.

New York 
leads with 417. ittinois 281, Massach 

274. Pennsyivania 239. Ohio 226 and 
Michigan 206. Nevada lost but 1 man.

EXCLUSION OF CHINESE. 
DEPLORED BY MINISTER FANG, 
P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.} 

CHICAGO, Jan. 8.—A special to the 
Times-Herald from Washington says 
that Minister Wu Ting Fang, the rep- 
resentative of China in Washington, 
has been following with the closest in- 
terest the various developments of the 
negotiations which have been in prog- 
ress between the United States and the 
various governments relative to the 
preservation of American rights in the 
empire of his sovereign. He is satisfied 
that aside from the desire of ‘this 
ernment to protect its trade, it 
acted as a sincere friend of his coun- 
try. In speaking of the assurances 
given the United States by the powers 
he said: 

“China's friendsitp for the United 
States is a growth of years. Nothing 
has ever happened 
friendly relations of the oe govern- 
ments. I look upon the t negoti+- 
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tions for the preservation of American 
rights in China as another move by this 
government, which, while designed pri- 
marily for the protection of its own in- 
teresta, cannot be regarded in any other 
light than as another manifestation of 
its good will for my own country. 
“There is only one ripple on the 
. Placid waters of the friendship of the 
two countries, by which any possibility 
of lessening the cordiality exists. This 
is the policy now being pursued by the 
military authorities in the Philippines 
fn excluding Chinese, sometimes mer- 
chants and.even students which belong 
‘to the excepted class. I am satisfied 
that when this country considers the 
benefit which follows the admission of 
my countrymen into the Philippines, it 
will issue an order revoking the military 
decree which prohibits Chinese immi- 


gration. 

“The trade of the United States with 
China has increased abnormally, being 
# per cent. over what’it was the year 
previous. The development is un- 
doubtedly due to the friendship which 
#zists between the two countries and 
to the knowledge that the United States 
has none but a friendly interest in the 
empire. 

“Our relations with all the countries 
of the world are of a most peaceful 
character. My government is reorgan- 
izing the army, and is employing for- 
eign instructors, and we hope to obtain

Mr. Hunting- 
ton realizes that the canal will mean 
tmmediate and extensive development 
of the Pacific Coast. Just now there 
is very little money in hauling freight 
from seaboard to seaboard, because the 
long-haul freight rates have been 
greatly reduced. The railroads make 
their money these fays hauling freight 
short distances. Were this canal built 


Mr. Huntington's railroad would do the 


foremost business {in hauling freight 
from intérior poifts to the Pacific 
Coast in consequence of the upbuilding 
of that territory. He would gain more 
on these short hauls than he would 
lose on the long hauls that would be 
taken around through the canal, in- 
stead of by his railroad systems. 

“There is another reason why Hunt- 
ington does not oppose the canal. 
Po you notice that‘he already has gone 
into steamship bus{mess pretty heavily? 
Have you noticed that he now is build- 
ing several more big ships at Newport 
Newe?

GOVERNMENT OF ALASKA. 


COL. RANDALL TO COMMAND, 
{[A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—The Presi- 
dent has created a military depart- 
ment consisting of the Territory of 
Alaska, and assigned Col. George H. 
Randall, Eighth United States Infan- 
try, to command. Col. Randall is on 
duty with his regiment in Cuba and 
will report here en route to Alaska 
January 15. 

It was stated at the War Depart- 
ment that Col. Randall would he civen 
a commission as brigadier-generai of 
volunteers In order that he may have 
sufficient rank for the new post. The 
action of the department in this matter 
is tantamount to the establishment of 
a complete military government in 
Alaska, especially as to the northern 
portion. The matter has been under 
consideration for a long time, There 
is no disposition to reflect in any way 
upon the officials of the Territorial 
government, but the civil machinery, 
which is said to be totally inadequate, 
could not be strengthened and enlarged 
without considerable legisiation and 
the loss of much valuable time. In ad- 
dition to the heavy immigration into 
Cape Nome district from the world at 
large, the Klondike appears to be 
emptying its population upon those 
golden shores and naturally there is 
danger of an outbreak of lawlessness 
and disorder among the adventurous 
spirits attracted to the mines, 

The War Department has not yet 
fixed upon the number of troops to be 
lassigned to the new department. Col. 
Randall has experience in that quarter 
and will be allowed to eercise his 
own judgment in the matter. It is 
not believed, however, that a large 
force will be necessary, as the miners 
in Alaska have usually bten quick to 
recognize the authority of the United 
States government in the person of a 
solid soldier.

WHITE PRAISES 
HIS MEN AND THE ENEMY. 


OFFICIAL ACCOUNT OF BATTLING 
AROUND LADYSMITH. 


Some of the Intrenchments on 
Wagon Hill Three Times Taken by 
the Enemy—One Point Held by Boers 
All Day, but They are then Turned 
Out at the Point of the Bayonet. 


[A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

LONDON, Jan. 8, 3:45 p.m.—[By At- 
lantic Cabie.] The War Office has just 
published the following bulletin from 
Gen. Buller: 

“FRERE CAMP, Jan. 8.—The follow- 
ing is from White, dated 2 p.m., yes- 
terday: 

“*An attack was commenced on my 
position, but was chiefly against Cae- 
sar's Camp and Wagon Hill. The en- 
emy was in great strength, and has 
pushed the attack with the greatest 
courage and energy. Some of the in- 
trenchments on Wagon Hill were three 
iimes taken by the enemy and retaken 
by us. The attack continued until 7:30 
p.m. One point in our position was 
occupied by the enemy the whole day, 
but at dusk, in a very heavy rain- 
storm, they were turned out of this 
position at the point of the bayonet ta 
a most gallant manner by the Devons, 
led by Col. Park. Col. lan Hamilton 
commanded on Wagon Hill, and ren- 
dered valuable service. The troops had 
a very trying time, and have behaved 
excellently They are elated at the 
service they have rendered the Queen. 

“The enemy were repulsed every- 
where with very heavy loss, greatly ex- 
ceeding that on my side, which will be 
reported as soon as the lists are com- 
pleted.” 

This official confirmation of Frere 
Camp rumors of Gen. White's success 
at Ladysmith relieved the extreme ten- 
sion of the waiting crowd. 

Telegrams from Rensburg say seven 
officers and thirty men of the Suffolks 
were killed, and that about fifty were 
captured. Gen. French's announcement 
that the Essex Regiment has been sent 
to replace the Suffolks is more bitter 
to the latter's friends than the list of 
casualties, as the only inference de- 
ducible from this fact is that the Suf- 
folks disgraced themselves and their 
flag by bolting and leaving a few of 
their more staunch comrades to fill the 
Pretoria jails. 

Lord Delaware, in a graphic descrip- 
tion of the battle of Magersfontein, 
says: 

“It is useless to disguise that e large 


heart for a campaign composed of a 
succession of frontal attacks on an in- 
visible foe, securely intrenched and un- 
reachable. Our men fought deter- 
minedly. but they were asked to per- 
form miracles. Don't blame them, and 
don’t blame the gallant general, who 
was the first victim of the terrible dis- 
aster which overcame the chief High- 
land brigade. They marched in quar- 
ter column to their doom. Gen. Wau- 
chope’s last words, ‘For God's sake, 
men, do not Diame me for this," will 
giadden the hearts of his numberiess 
frien(4s. 

“There was no accord between Gen. 
Methmnen and Gen. Wauchope in regard 
to the best method of attack. Gen. 
Methuen's plan prevailed, and the mis- 
take lost 700 men.” 

A private of the Irish Rifles, who 
fought at Stormberg, ir a letter to his 
home says that when Gen. Gatacre saw 
the position that the guide had led the 
troops into, he shot the guide dead with 
his own revolver. 

The Boer agents, according to the 
Cairo correspondent of the Daily Mail, 
are evading British vigilance respect- 
ing the importation of ammunition. 
The correspondent says: “A large 
quantity of quick-firing ammunition 
goes to Ras Jibeutil, from which point 
it is conveyed by dhows along the 
coast, or is trans-shipped to vessels 
bound for Portuguese ports in East 
Africa. French steamers touching at 
Ras Jibeutil before reaching Aden con- 
trive to avoid search by trans-shipping 
at Madagascar to steamers apparently 
not connected with European lines. In 
this way they. escapes suspicion.” 

The Times publishes the following, 
dated January 6, from Modder River: 

“News from Belmont shows that the 
Queensiand and Canadian volunteers 
have been fo energetic in that netgh- 
hood that a large belt of the Free 
Stete across the border has been de- 
serted by the Boers.” 

Lord Dunraven in the Times this 
morning refurns to the arraignment of 
the War Department for the inferiority 
of British artillery.

LONDON, Jan. 8.—Arthur J. Bal- 
four, First Lord of the Treasury, de- 
livered his annual address to his Man- 


chester constituents this evening. An 
immense audience gave him an  en- 
thusiaatic reception. Balfour con- 


trasted the conditions of last year. 
when the Fashoda incident had been 
honorably closed, and the peace coh- 
ference had been in session at The 
Hague, with those of today, when, he 
said, England had become involved in 
the “greatest war of the generation.” 

The speaker said he believed the 
events which prevented mobilization 
last August hed done more good in 
uniting all parties and all parts of the 
empire than if Great Britain, and not 
the Transvaal, had issued the uiti- 
matum. 

He defended the artillery, and after 
extolling the sea transports, and the 
ready response of the reserves, he de- 
clared that the government had given 
the generals an absolutely free hand: 
that the war was “one in defense of 
our African empire,” and that through 
good and evil fortune they would pur- 
sue it unswervingly to the end, so 
that no such war should ever be waged 


in South Africa again. 
In conclusion, Balfour ridiculed the 
foreign prophecies that the dissolution 


of the British empire was about to be- 
gin.

ANNEXATION OF CANADA. 


CATHOLICS OPPOSED TO IT. 
iA. P. BARLY A.M. REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—A special to 
the Times from Washington says: 

“Lift up your eyes, French-Cana- 
dians, for the day of your redemption 
is at hand.’ Thus La Semaine Relig- 
jeuse, the organ of the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy in the province of Quebec, 
which is published at the Franciscan 
monastery in Quebec, and under the 
authorization and supervision of His 
Grace Archbishop Begin, opens a iong 
article in this week's issue on ‘Anglo- 
mania in Canada.’ 

“Continuing, La Semaine Religieuse 
says: ‘You (French-Canadians,) con- 
quered by England, ever oppressed by 
the race which is your cnemy, whose 
children are forced to speak the lan- 
guage of their oppressors in. the schools 
of the United States and Manitoba, you 
shall at last see the star of your lib- 
erty rise for you and your rights, re- 
spected by those who have so long vio- 
jated them.’ 

“The developments of the war in 
South Africa lead La Semaine Relig- 
leuse to speak in this strain of what it 
refers to as the approaching emancipa- 
tion of the French-Canadians. The 
article is an exceedingly. interesting 
one, as expressing the sentiments of 
the French-Canadian ciergy regarding 
the loyalty of French-Canadians to 
Great Pritain. 

“The attitude of the church in Can- 
ada toward the _possibie annexation of 
the country to the United States is also 
set forth with clear emphasis. After 
speaking of what It calle the rabid hos- 
tility of the English Protestants in 
Canada to the French-Canadians, it 

“The situation would become much 
more critical for the French-Canadian 
race if the Anglomantiacs of Ontario 
and of Canada. instead of being little 
sympathetic with the Yankees and their 
republic, as they are just at present, 
should become reconciled with them 
and undertake to bring about the an- 
nexation of Canada to the__I’nited 
States. Such a reconciliation is quite 
possible, for the hatred of the Catholic 
religion and the French-Canadian race 
is profeund among a very great num- 
ber of Ene'ish Protestants in the coun- 
trv: it may easter lead them to forcet 
the second differences which divide 
them and unite them in a firm alliance 
against the religion and the race which 
they bate. 

“Once annexed to the United States. 
Canada would become rapidiv and 
wholly Engtieh. Engeulfed in the tur- 
bulent sea of American life. sewallowed 
up in the mire of national school«, tm- 
mereed in the great swirl of Yankee 
business. could we lone retain our 
French-Canadian characteristics? In- 
deed, what would there be left of us at 
the end of fiftv veare or so? We he- 
lieve that if Canada became a part of 
the T'nited States, another century 
would see us without a trace of the 
spirit. the lareuage or the customs of 
our fathers.’ 


MORE PLAGUE 
IN THE HAWAIIAN ISLANDS. 


SEVEN MORE CASES DEVELOP AT 
, HONOLULU. 


Board of Health Charged With In- 
competency—Policy of Burning In- 
fected Buildings to Be Adopted. 
Sugar Men Worried — Barkentine 
William Carson Sunk in Collision. 


{A. P. DAY REPORT} 

HONOLULU, Jan. 1—Seven addi- 
tional cases of plague have developed 
since last advices, making thirteen 
cases, all told, to date. Three were de- 
veloped on the night of the 28th ultimo, 
and four cases have been reported dur- 
ing the past forty-eight hours. . 

The Board of Health has decided to 
take radical steps to stamp out the 
scourge. A portion of the infected dis- 
trict was condemned and burned to the 
ground yesterday. Three buildings 
and a large warehouse were destroyed 
by fire. The future policy of the 
health authorities will be to destroy 
all infected buildings. 

The Board of Health is severely criti- 
cized by the two leading papers here, 
the Star and Advertiser. n short, 
these journals claim that the members 
of the health board appear to be in- 
competent and therefore are incapable 
of handling the present trouble. There 
is still a feeling of doubt as to the 
nature of the disease. The majority of 
the intelligent people do not consider 
it plague. But the fact remains that 
the victims are stricken and die sud- 
denly. If the trouble is not plague it 
is something akin to it. 

The presence of plague in this city is 
commencing to worry the men. 

hey have an idea that Hawaiian 
ugar may be refused at United States 
ports if shipped from Honolulu. To get 
around this difficulty the new crop may 
be shipped from ports outside of Hono- 
lulu. onolulu being the only infected 
port, it is believed Federal authorities 
will agree to market the 1899 crop. 

e obarkentine WHliam Carson, 
Capt., Piltz, with coal from Newcastle, 
and the island steamer Claudine met 
in collision off Raymond Head on the 
night of December 27. The Claudine 
struck the Carson bow on, and the 
sailing vessel commenced to sink in a 
few moments. The hulk of the Car- 
son was recovered by a tug. Both ves- 
sels had all their lights burning. The 
steamer is said to have changed her 
course to head directly for the barken- 
tine just before the collision. Five 
minutes later she left with the captain 
and wife and crew of the sunken ves- 
sel, bringing them ashore. 

Nothing was saved from the Carson. 
The crew had barely time to get aboard 
the Claudine before the barkentine 
sunk. The Carson was less than a 
year old. She was ldunched at Eureka 
Cal... June 3 last. From there she 
went to Port Blakeley, taking lumber 
from that port to Australia. She left 
Newcastle fifty-three days ago with 
1350 tons of coal and a crew of thir- 
teen. The value of the William Carson 
and her cargo was about $60,

CAUSES MUCH HARDSHIP. 
P. EARLY A REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 8-—A lette> 
from Honolulu, dated December 30, cays 
that the curious spectacle mm presented 
there of a revival of the sho:gun quar- 
antine around the plague-infected dis- 
trict, while sanitary measures and dis- 
infection have been practically atban- 
doned. The Board of Health ca'led 
out the national guard three days 
after Christmas, because of the 48- 
covery of five new cases of plague, two 
of which proved fatal. It is now pay- 
ing $1000 a day for this protection, and 
the result of this strict guard is that 
business is demoralized, and many 
poor Chinege and Japanese who worked 
in the American quarter aré starving. 

The cordon drawn around the Asiatic 
district includce many of the lead'ng 
Chinese and Japanese deal>rs, who live 
in sanitary fashion, and who are mak- 
ing a st g protest against neediess 
hardships to which they are subject. 
The original method of fumigating al. 
oriental merchandise imported has 
been abandoned, and much of the un- 
fumigated freight is handled by Ha- 
walians. 

There have been seventeen known 
cases of bubonic plague in Honolulu 
to date. There have been a number 
of other deaths, which were probablv 
deaths from plague, but the B of 
Health has not officially so declare1 
them. Passenger traffic between the 
islands is practically at a etandstill. 
The interisland steamship companits 
refuse to take passengers on account 
of the onerous quarantine conditions 
imposed. Fumigated freight ts arc- 
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cepted, but ie loaded and discharged 
from lighters away from the wharves. 

The America Maru, which arrived 
here from San Francisco on December 
27, discharged her passengers and 
freight by means of lighters. 

The transport Grant. with the Forty- 
éighth Infantry, arrived a few hours 
afier the America Maru. Her 
mander refused to come into the bar- 
bor or have anything but the barest 
communication with the pilots and port 
officials, and started for Manila, after 
a stop of not more than an hour. 


CHURCH AGAINST POLYGAMY. 


MANIFESTO ISSUED BY LORENZO 
SNOW OF UTAH. 
{BY DIRECT WIRF TO THE TIMES.} 

SALT LAKE CITY (Utah,) Jan. 3.— 
{Exclusive wWispatch.}) The Mormon 
church has issued another manifesio 
as regards polygamy and unlawful co- 
habitation. It is susceptible of several 
interpretations, but is believed to have 
been issued to ease the fall of Con- 
gressman Roberts when the Congress 
Committee acts. The manifesto follows: 

“From the reading of various edito- 
rials and articles of the public press, 
it is evident there is much misunder- 
standing as to the present attitude of 
our church respecting the subjects of 
polygamy and unlawful cohabitation. 
and, believing that many good and con- 
scientious people have been misied and 
much adverse criticism occasioned 
thereby, I feel it but just to both Mor- 
mons and non-Mormons to state that, 
in accordance with the manifesto of 
the late President Woodruff, dated Sep- 
tember 25, 1890, which was presented to 
and unanimously accepted by our gen- 
eral conference in October, 1890, the 
church has positively abandoned the 
practice of polygamy or solemnization 
of plural marriages in this and every 
other State, and that no member or of- 
ficer theréof has any authority what- 
ever to perform plural marriage or to 
enter into such relation. 

“Nor does the church advise or en- 
courage unlawful cohabitation on part 
of any of its members. If therefore. 
any member disobeys the law, either as 
to polygamy or unlawful polygamy, he 
must bear his own burden; or, in other 
words be answerable to the tribunals 
of the land for his own action per- 
taining thereto. 

“With sincere desire that in position 
of our church as to polygamy and un- 
lawful cohabitation may be better un- 
derstood and with the best wishes for 
the welfare and happiness of all, this 
statement is made and is respectfully 
commended to the careful considera- 
tion of the public generally.

physician of some repute in England, 
being presented as a witness for the 
accused dealers, declared that the drug 
was injurious to the digestion only 
when taken in large quantities, and 
that he had for some time been tak- 
ing daily three ten-grain doses of it, 
and that he could not see that it had 
affected him in any way. On the other 
hand, a leading physician, testifying for 
the prosecution, asserted that the use 
of boracic acid had been largely dis- 
continued in medicine because of its 
irritating effect on the stomach and 
intestines. It also, he said, occasioned 
skin eruptions. Dr. Handford, the 
medical officer of health to the county 
of Notts., stated that In a large number 
of cases in which he had administered 
the same agent as a remedy for dis- 
eased conditions of the urinary bladder, 
he had been compelled to suspend its 
employment on account of the irrita- 
tion of the stomach and the loss of 
appetite which it occasioned. Dr. Wil- 
liams,the medical officer for Glamorgan, 
told an investigating committee tha 
the existing knowledge of the physio- 
logical action of borax and of boric 
acid is so imperfect as to render it dif- 
ficult to say what amount of these sub- 
stances could be added to food with 
safety to the consumer. As preserva- 
tives of milk and butter they shou!d 
be prohibited altogether. In one state. 
ment, it is claimed by an English medi- 
eal journal, Dr. Williams voiced the 
opinion of practically the medical pro- 
fession of the country. He said: 
‘There is no doubt that the practice of 
drugging the public promiscuously and 
without their knowledge by incompe- 
tent people is highly dangerous.” A 
strong feeling on this subject is. begin- 
ning to assert itself in this country. It 
is suggested that a competent govern- 
ment commission should investigate 
the use of borax, boric acid, salicylic 
acid, and other preservatives in food 
products, as there is reason to believe 
that the failure in the health and di- 
gestive organs of many people is at- 
tributable to the insidious effect of the 
continued use of food products in which 
such drugs have been used. In eleven 
samples of preserved fruits and vege- 
tables recently analyzed at the North 
Carolina Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion they were all found to contain pre- 
servatives. Nearlyall werecharged with 
salicylic acid. Twenty samples of vege- 


tables were examined, and of these 
twelve contained salycylic acid or sul- 
phurous acid, or a mixture of the two. 


The provision dealers claim that their 
goods cannot be kept In condition with- 
out preservatives. On the other hand, 
it is stated that much of the alleged 
necessity for preservatives arises en- 
tirely from slovenly and careless 
methods of preparation, and from 
avoidable delay in placing the articles 
on the market; and that if stringent 
jaws were enacted on the subject, the 
various trades concerned would speed- 
ily find methods of accomplishing what 
they now declare to be impossible,

Final 
supremacy will carry with it the title 
of champion, a purse of $10,000, and 
the plaudits of the sporting world. 
There will be a great throng to cheer 
the men in their encounter, for late 
this afternoon the last reserved seat 
in the house was sold, and the much- 
sought pasteboards are now at a 
premium. Men in the lighter divisions 
in pugilism always put up the best 
fights to watch, and this one is ex- 
pected to prove exceptionally interest- 
ing. Dixon is a veteran champion. He 
has been at the game for years, and 
has always been regarded as invinci- 
ble. In something like eight hundred 
battles there are but two decisions 
against him. He is just as wary and 
clever as of old, but under almost con- 
stant training has lost stear and 
speed. He has prepared for che fight 
with the greatest care, anc is in the 
best condition that is poss"™e for him. 

McGovern, on the other hand, is al- 
most his equal in cleverness; his mas- 
ter in strength and ability to admin- 
ister punishment, and his superior in 
the matter of taking and withstanding 
punishment.

Of incorruptible integrity, of wonder- 
ful powers of argument, of sincere de- 
votion to Christianity, of marvelous 
singleness of purpose and power of in- 
fluencifig men, Calhoun stands out as 
one of the most noteworthy characters 
in American history. He was born of 
Scotch-Irish parents in Western South 
Carolina in 1782, and died in Washing- 
ton in 1850, while serving as one of the 
United States Senators from his native 
State. Curtously enough, his whole 
academic training was in Connecticut, 
from the straightest sect of the Fed- 
eralists. He took his bachelor’s degree 
from Yale College in 1804, when tne 
elder Dwight was president, and at a 
time when one of the professors had 
recently been obliged to sever his con- 
nection with the institution largely be- 
cause he was a Republican. The sub- 
ject of his commencement oration was 
“The Qualification Necessary to Con- 
stitute a Perfect Statesman.” and his 
purpose for life work led him to the 
law, that great avenue to politics in the 
United States. He studied at the fa- 
mous Litchfield Law School. under 
Judges Reeve and Gould. and then re- 
turned to hts home in Abbeville district 
and began to practice his profession. 
His political abilities were soon discov- 
ered, and he was chosen a member of 
the State Legeisiature. There he 
achieved prominence and was soon 
transferred to the national councils. be- 
ing elected to Congress in the year 1819. 
Probably there has never been a case 
when an unknown young man leaped at 
a bound into national prominence as did 
Calhoun. His first anpearance in Con- 
gress was in November, 1811. Struck 
with his abilities. Clay. the Speaker, 
placed him second on the Committee on 
Foreien Affairs.

He reduced its methods and accounts to 
due order and effected considerable 
saving of the public money. Men now 
began to Calhoun as a@ candi- 
date for the Presidency, but finding 
himself outclassed by other candidates 
in the election of 1824, when persons, 
not principles, were issues, he an- 
nounced himself as candidate for the 
Vice-Presidency and was easily elected 
to that position. There he acquitted 
himself with ability. In ome case he 
refused to leave his seat when a tie 
vote was expected on a question whose 
decision might cost him some support- 
ers. He had been elected by support- 
ers of both Adams and Jackson, and 
yet, during the administration of the 
former, he felt himself drawing con- 
stantly away from the President and 
from such old associates as Clay and 
coming more and more to a strict con- 
struction of the Constitution. So in 
the election of 1828 we find him on the 
Jacksonian ticket and note that he was 
reélected by a great majority as Vice- 
President. Doubtless he hoped to be 
Jacson's political heir; doubtless he 
was the natural leader of the new 
Democratic party after Jackson, and 
doubtless personal matters, such as the 
unreasonable grudge which Jackson 
bore to the man who supported a just 
censure on some of Jackson's early 
acts and who would not receive Jack- 
son's friends as his, were potent causes 
in destroying his hope of having Jack- 
son's assistance, which aid was trans- 
ferred to Van Buren. But that such 
considerations, and the fact that he 
found that popularity in South Caro- 
lina would follow most easily an anti- 
national attitude were the chief mo- 
tives of Calhoun’s new position, cannot 
be believed. That these influences 
were not without their effect is un- 
doubted, but the change in front of so 
keen and conscientious a thinker as 
Calhoun cannot be explained by such 
influences alone. In the twelve or 
fifteen years since he had left Congress 
he had undergone one of those subtle 
and gradual changes of feeling which 
often lead men to conclusions diamet- 
rically opposite to those with which 
they beran. That his two positions 
were inconsistent may be granted eas- 
ily. but inconsistency Is often another 
name for growth. The maintenance 
of slavery and of the plantation system 
of his State became so important in his 
eyes that all else sank into a secondary 
place, ani unconsciously to himself his 
point of view had changed from a na- 
tional to a sectional one.

Another 
line of forty miles of poles was put 
up in 1861, in groups of three. The

NEW SYSTEM BY CARRIERS TO BE 
INAUGURATED HERE. = 
Postmaster Mathews received ndtite 
from the Third Assistant Postmaster- 
General yesterday that Los Angeles 
had been selected as one of thc post- 
offices in which the new system of reg- 
istering letters by carriers would be 
put into effect. Only a few offices in 
the country have been thus designated, 
and each has been chosen with, regard 
to the known ability and enterpride of 
the postmaster in charge. The new #ys- 
tem will be inaugurated next Monday, 
the 15th inat. 
At first the system will y to the 
the city, 
uses 


purely residential portions o 
excluding even in them business ho 
and patrons who have, as a rule, 4 
great many letters to register. ft is ex- 
t4d, however, that before Jong ‘the 
fanovation will be extended to all busi- 
ness houses.and business districts. The 
time when this is done will depend upon 
the success of the system and whea in 
the judgment of the postmaster it will 
be feasible. It is expected that the de- 


nue from registry business by reason of 
thus making it more convenient ‘for 

of the postoffice. Two ends will 
thus be gained, as increased revenue 
will result in increase of help employed 
in the office. 

A card of instructions to the public 
relating to this new departurt will be 
furnished by the carriers on request of 
any one desiring tformation. It is 
signed by Edwin C. Madden, Third As- 
sistant Postmaster-General, and the 
more important instructions are as fol- 
lows: 

“Only letters can be registered, and 
they must be ready in every pct 
when the carrier calls, for he is bid- 
den, on pain of dismissal, to wait even 
a fraction of a minute longer than. is 
necessary to write the receipt. Every 
letter must be inclosed in an envelope 
strong enough to safely carry contents, 
and be in perfect condition. The 4¢n- 
velope must bear the name and addréss 
of sender, name of addressee and Bis 
postoffice address, and have the posame 
and registry fee prepaid, either with 
stamps attached, or in money, the ex- 
act amount to be paid to the carri 
The writing on envelope must be pl 
and legible.” If any of these reyuire- 
ments are not complied with the carrier 
is obliged to refuse the letter and hand 
a card of instructions to the persdn 
who offers the letter for registrati 
If properly prepared, the carrier i 
register the letter on his next trip. 
receipt will be written by him. agd 
show the amount of money paid him 
postage and fee, when stamps are 
attached to the letter. Any surpl 
will be returned from the postoffice. 

Carriers are forbidden to make o 
explanations or engage in discussi 
with patrons, to register letters f 
to advance money or stamps to 
postage, or to make change.
